1-0-hexadecylcycloxypropyl-cyclic-cidofovir (HDP-cCDV) or microfluidized 
particles of hexadecvloxvpropvl-3-phosphoganciclovir (HDP-P-GCV) to the eve , 
wherein the pathological condition is s e lect e d from th e group consisting of 
macular d e g e n e ration, ocular prolif e rativ e or va s cular disea s es, and dis e as e s e f 
e levat e d intraocular pr e ssur e th e r e by tr e ating th e pathological condition HDP- 
cCDV and the HDP-P-GCV particles have a volume median diameter of about 
4.4 iLim, with the proviso that the method does not use liposomes .

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the therapeutically activ e 
compl e x is in a slurry comprising microfluidized particles of HDP-cCDV and the 
microfluidized particles of HDP-P-GCV are in amorphous forms and/or 
crystalline forms. 
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1 1 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the th e rap e utically activ e 
compl e x is microfluidized particles of HDP-cCDV and the microfluidized 
particles of HDP-P-GCV are in substantially crystalline form. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the therap e utically active 
compl e x is microfluidized particles of HDP-cCDV and the microfluidized 
particles of HDP-P-GCV are in substantially amorphous form.

23. (Currently Amended) A method for the slow-release delivery of a th e rap e utically 
activ e ag e nt to ocular ti s su e , comprising contacting th e ocular tissu e with a 
themp e uticolly activ e compl e x, wherein th e th e rapeutically activ e complex is 1- 
0-hexadecyloxypropyI-phospho-arabinofuranosyl-guanosine (HDP-P-Ara-G), 1 - 
0-hexadecylcycloxypropyl-cyclic-cidofovir (HDP-cCDV) or hexadecyloxy- 
propyl-3-phospho-ganciclovir (HDP-P-GCV) to the eye, comprising 
intravitreallv injecting a solution of microfluidized particles of H DP-P-Ara-G. or 
microfluidized particles of HDP-cCDV or microfluidized particles of HDP-P- 
GCV to the eve, wherein the therapeutically activ e compl e x compris e s particl e s 
having siz e b e tw ee n about 10 nm and about 100,000 nm, th e reby d e liv e ring a 
slow r e l e as e of th e therap e utically active ag e nt to ocular tissue microfluidized 
particles of HDP-P-Ara-G. HDP-cCDV. and HDP-P-GCV have a volume median 
diameter of about 4.4 \im, with the proviso that the method does not use 
liposomes . 

24. (Currentiy Amended) A method for increasing residence time of a th e rap e utically 
activ e ag e nt in ocular tissue, comprising oontaotmg a th e rap e utically ootiv e 
compl e x with ocular tissu e , wh e rein th e therapeutically activ e compl e x is 1-0- 

hexadecyloxypropyl-phospho-arabinofuranosylguanosine (HDP-P-Ara-G), 1 -0- 
hexadecylcycloxypropyl-cyclic-cidofovir (HDP-cCDV) or hexadecyloxypropyl- 
3-phospho-ganciclovir (HDP-P-GCV) in the eve, th e r e by incr e asmg r e sid e nc e 
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tim e of th e th e mpeutioally aotiv e ag e nt in ocular tissue comprising intravitreallv 
injecting a solution of microfluidized particles of HDP-P-Ara-G, microfluidized 
particles of HDP-P-cCDV or microfluidized particles of HDP-GCV to the eve, 
wherein the microfluidized particles of HDP-P-Ara-G, and the microfluidized 
particles of HDP-P-cCDV. and the microfluidized particles of HDP-GCV have a 
volume median diameter of about 4.4 \mi, with the proviso that the method does 
not use liposomes .
